Any péfson who is the sole head 
over 18 
years old, may homestead a quatet 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. ‘The applicant must appear iD 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
ey or Sub-agency for the district. 

Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 8() 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteade: 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Mus. reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date ot 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain di~ 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

Toronto, Oct. 6.—' Doing nothing 
but wheat growing alone in the 
Canadian Northwest will never build 
up the country,”’ stated Rev. Robt. 
M. Hamilton, field seeretary of the 
Ontario branch of the Dominion Al 
lianee, who has just returned from a 
six months’ tour of the west. 

“Wheat growing occupies a far- 
mers’ time for only six months of 
the year, and the other six months 
he bums,” stated Mr. Hamilton. 
“When he has this time oa his 
hands, he finds his wey to the bar- 


rooms, and learns bad habits.’. 

He was of the opinion that th 
only way to save the west from in- 
temperance was to have it a mixed 
farming country. It cannot go ahead 
along educational lines as the farms 
ure too extensive in area and the 
farmers are not sufficient in number 
to keep up schools. 

He thought the country should be 
split up into smaller farms. 

Mr. Hamilton stated that there 
was a fever for speculation, and 
from, the present cunditions it show- 
ed a very unhealthy state.

OF WOOL TRADE 


A Boston Authority Compares the Wool 
Tariff of Canada With That of 
United States.

In view of efforts to promote the 
raising of sheep in Alberta the follow- 
ing extract written by a well-known 
American authority on economio trade 
questions, Mr T. O. Marvin of Boston,

manufacturers of woolen goods and 
the production of wool and sheep rais- 
ing. He quotes figures to show that 
the number of sheep in Canada fell 
from 3,166,000 in 1871 to 2,106,000 in 
1910, while the number in the United 
States increased from 27,786,000 in 1870 
to 41,699,000 in 1910. He then goes on 
to gay: 

“The desiine of sheep raising and 
the decline of wool manufacturing in 
Canada have naturally and inevitably 
gone on hand in hand. The 2,645 wool- 
en looms of 1899 have fallen to a 
nominal 2,034 in 1907; the number of 
spindles have shrunk from 194,086 to 
188,264. Of this machinery in exist- 
ence only a part was in actual oper 
ation. Many mills were entirely 
closed. Canadian mills manufactured 
& smaller quantity of Canadian wool 
in 1908 than they had consumed in 
1871. The total consumption of for- 
eign and domestic wool in Cana. 
dian wool manufacture in 1908 was 
only 18,000,000 pounds. In the United 
States the amount of domestic and fcr. 
eign woo] consumed in 1909 was 574,- 
000,000 pounds. That is, the United 
States, with twelve times the popula- 
tion of Canada, consumed forty-four 
times as much woo! in ite native manu- 
facturing. 

“The total value of the product of 
ll the woolen mills in Canada js not 
far from $12,000,000 a year. Imports 
of foreign goods of a foreign price of 
$21,400,000 supply about two-thirds of 
the. clothing of the Canadian people. 
Mifty years ago, says the Canadian 
‘Textile Journal, the very reverse was 
the case as regards both the wool 
yrower and the manufacturer, and the 
reverse is aiso the case in the United 
States to-day, where over three-fifths 
of the raw wool manufactured in the 
country is grown on the backs of Am 
erican sheep, and where out of $400, 
000,000 worth of woolen goods annu- 
ally consumed, according to the census 
of 1906, $380,934,000 worth were made 
{n the country. The protection given 
to woolen cloths and dress goods in the 
United States, above the duty compen- 
sating manufacturers for the duty on 
raw wool, is 60 and 55 per cent: ad 
valorem. This is the rate of the 
Aldrich-Payne tariff law. It was the 
rate of the Dingley law preceding. 
The protection given to olothe and 
dress goods in Canada ts nominally 35 
per oent.; that is, this is the general 
tariff rate. But the Imperial prefer- 
ence to similar British goods has re 
duoed this rate in practice to 80 per 
cent. This is the protection which 
Canadian mills receive against the 
nulls of Yorkehire. It has proved to- 
tally inadequate. The Canadian wool 
manufacture is breaking down, al- 
though, to quote again the Canadian 
Textile Journal, the average Canadian 
mill is as well equipped as the averase 
Yorkshire mill, except ior ita adapta. 
bility for the production of shoddy 
goods. A 80 per oent. protection does 
not bridge the difference in the cost 
of production between Canada and the 
United Kingdom—and because it does 
not do so it {s almost equivalent in tts 
consequences to downright free trade,” 


DEMAND FOR POULTRY 


Great Possibilities In the West for the 
Expansion of This Industry 


When we consider the great waste 
of grain on our Manitoba farms, says 
Mr. M. C. Hemer, of the Manitoba 
Agricultural College, the opportunity 
the farmer has to convert the grain 
into poultry and eggs, and the unlimit- 
ed market demand for these poultry 
products at his very door, tus we be- 
gin to realize the {mmense possibill- 
tles of the industry for developing into 
a distinct and profitable branch of 
Western farming. In some of the coun- 
tries where the industry has reached 
{ts highest state of development the 
difficulties were at first rar greater 
and more extreme than those present- 
ed by the eonditions in the Province 
of Manitoba. 

We need only refer to the markets 
here, where the demand for poultry 
and eggs is unlimited, compared to 
some of the markets of other countries 
which had to be developed first, Our 
markets are at the present time syp 
plied with poultry and eggs, a i 
percentage of which are produced out- 
side of the provinos. Were this pro 
duction turned over to the Manitoba 
farmers we can readily see what effect 
{t would have on the industry and its 
importance as a distinct branch of 
western agriculture.

7 felt that he wa 
armed, He refused my request, and 
as I tried to eluse the door he drew 
ao gun and shot me. I staggered, 
and he burst into the room, gun in 
hand.’

Dixon relapsed into semi-conscious 
ness again, and never rallied. | Fx 
amination showed that she had been 
shot twice, once through the abdom 
en and arain through the shoulder.

Bring Big Reforms! 


Grain‘To Be Tested Free 


Since the appointment of the Grain 
Commission by the government. im 
portant changes in the handling — of 
the west’s grain have been effected 
which promise to remedy many of 
the longstanding grievanees of the 
western farmers. The commission 
which consists of Prof. Magill, chair: 
man; W. OD. Staples and) Frank N. 
Gibbs, has been making a serious 
study of the whole grain problem. 
It has made a tour of the west from 
Fort William and has studied at 
tirst hand the many intricate ques 
tions which arise in the transporta- 
tion of grain. Reforms leoking to 
he protection of both the producer 
and consumer are now being effected. 

HUGE NEW ELEVATOR. 

In the tirst place an cnormou- 
public owned elevator is being built 
at Fort Witham, where farmers can 
ship their grain and can be certain 
that there is none of the degrading 
byomoving which has been so often 
complained of in the past. The ele- 
vator will be one of the largest at 
the head of the lakes and will be a 
model elevator in every respect 
The contract: has already been — let 
ind work is being rushed as eapidly 
as Posstble. 

TESTING LABORATOYY, 

Western farmers will) welcome the 
neavs that a public laboratory is to 
be established at) Winntpes for the 
purpose of testing samples of grain 
sent in by farmers, 

Reports as to the milling qualities 
of the grain, the degree of moisture 
it contains, if anv, and its commer- 
eal value when less than standard 
rade will be made to the farmers 
free of charge. In this way farmer- 
ean ascertain with absolute aecuracy 
the commercial value of their wet or 
damaged erain. 

TRAVELLING INSPECTORS, 

Furthermore, four travelling in- 
spectors have been appointed by the 
rovernment through the grain com 
mission whose duty it will be to 
examine and deal with all) queéstion~ 
of car distribution, weights, grain 
shrinkage odin transit, ete. Puli 
authority will be vested in these 
Aspectors, 

It has been decided to take the 
weighing of grain at) Fort | William 
out of the jurisdiction of the de 
partment of inland revenue and place 
it ine that of trade and commerce. 

SAMPLE MARKETS, 

A sample market which is one of 
the reforms which has long been de- 
manded by the grain growers of the 
west will be established at | Winm- 
per. Arrangements have been com 
pleted with the Winnipeg Grain My- 
change to double the capacity of 
their building in order to provide 
room for the market. Another mar- 
ket will be located at Calgary and 
probably a third at Moose Jaw.

Edmonton, Alta., Oct. 12.—Man 
facturers, merchants, — bankers eee 
bonanza ranchers and the people of 
Edmonton generally will join the 
municipality in an organized — effort 
to remove rubbish and dead leaves 
and placing heating apparatus and 
chimneys in factories, offices, stores 
and residences in proper condition on 
Saturday, October 19, 0 whieh — has 
been officially set aside as Fire Pre- 
vention Day. 

Mavor George S. Armstrong, act- 
ing on a resolution introduced — by 
Alderman Gustave H. May and car- 
tied unanimously at the last meet- 
ing of the city council, today issued 
a proclamation, appealing to the 
public to observe the day by clean- 
ing their premises and assisting in 
the removal and destruction of rub- 
bish, waste-paper and the like. 

“Kdmonton has ao well organized 
and adequately equipped fire depart- 
ment,’ Alderman May said, “and by 
taking the proper precautions before 
the cold weather sets in, about oa 
month hence, we will reduce the win 
ter fire losses to a minimum. We 
have been fortunate so far in experi 
encing no disastrous tires, but it) is 
hest to be prepared.

Man’s tngenulty Overcomes Obstaclet

An interesting bit of railroad his 
tory, revealing in a striking manne! 
the difficulties and triumphs of co: 
struction work in the far west has 
just been made public by a British 
Coiumbia journalist who writes:— 

“There Was un unusually heavy 
snowfall up the Skeena River Vall. y 
in the winter of 1910. Tons of snow 
lay on the grade of the Grand Trun 
Pacific and there were regular avi: 
lanches of beautiful white trobule to 
deal with in the deep cuttings and ua 
exposed portions of the line for the 
first hundred miles out from Princ- 
Rupert. One memorable day when all 
but one of the locomotives on the first 
completed stretch of line at Prince 
Rupert were out with the snow plows 
up river there came a blizzard an. 
a big snow slide. Half a mountain o: 
snow slid gracefully on to the grad 
between the locomotives and the city 
The situation was most exasperating 
One solitatry engine remained in th: 
shed at Rupert. It was not a complete 
engine. It lacked a tender but other 
wise it was an efficient locomotiv« 
The General Superintendent got bus: 
after fighting his way back throug) 
the drifts to the city and having ii 
provised a tender out of a flat car 
with a tank and coal Dunker fitted to 
it, made up a long emergency trali 
on which he conveyed an army of me 
to th scene of the silde. After a day 
or two the lost steel gleamed bac. 
between the marooned engines and 
the line to Prince Rupert. 

In order to avoid once and for a‘! 
any possibility of a recurrence of suc! 
a snow-slide as marooned the engine 
{In 1910 a special tunnel has been 
bored through solid rock in such i 
way that not a vestige of snow ca: 
reach the track at this point even in 
the hardest wnters. Any slide of 
snow from the steep mountains above 
will glance harmlessly into the Skee- 
na.

moments. To the writer himself, th: 
game was at first: most pleasing 
when the teams were getting lots o! 
runs. It was a real pleasure to set 
the ball hit away into the outfield 
the runner trying to do even tim: 
to get to the bases, and the ficlde: 
doing the same to get to the ball. 
Then again the ball hit close to a 
base or short stop, and that  par- 
tidular fielder in that position mak- 
ing an error and the runner getting 
sate. I was also struck with the 
work of the umpire, or ‘His Umps’ 
us he is generally called. My sym: 
pathies went out immediately to 
him, for it takes a man of very keen 
sight and judgment to give a de 
cision at the game of baseball. His 
C mps has to listen to more blufiland 
cutting remarks than any one T have 
either seen or heard of. If it 
wasn't for the presence of the ladies, 
he would have a rough time of it.

I believe that we should go 
ahead and help baseball, but 1 be- 
lieve it should be of the amateur 
kind. We should not get probably 
such scientific play, but we should 
certainly get lots of enjoyment, and 
we hive lots of young fellows com- 
ing along who shape very well, and 
to them it would give a chance of 
developing their ability at the game.
